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benefits to tribal members and members
of the surrounding communities.

K, Congressional Review Act

The Congressional Review Act, 5
U.5.C. 801 et seq., as added by the Small

L. Background

On March 5, 2008 (73 FR 11845), EPA
published a notice of proposed
rulemaking (NPR) for the State of
Delaware. The NPR proposed approval
of the provisions to cantrol emissions
from stationary generators. The formal
SIP revision was submitted by the State
of Delaware on Novembesr 1, 2007.
Specific requirements of Delaware's
regulation to control emissions from
stationary generators and the rationale
for EPA's proposed action are explained
in the NPR and will not be restated here.
No public comments were received on
the NPR.

IL Final Action

EPA is approving Regulation No.
1144—Control of Stationary Generator
Emissions, as a revision to the Delaware
SIP. This regulation will help ensure
that the air emissions from new and
existing generators do not cause or
contribute to the existing air quality
prohlems with regard to ground-level
ozone and fine particulate matter,
thereby adversely impacting public
health, safety, and welfare.

IIL. Statutory and Executive Order
Reviews

A. General Requirements

Under the CAA, the Administrator is
required to approve a SIP submission
that complies with the provisions of the
CAA and applicable Federal regulations.
42 U.5.C. 7410(k}; 40 CFR 52.02(a).
Thus, in reviewing SIP submissions,
EPA’s role is to approve state choices,
provided that they meet the criteria of

the CAA. Accordingly, this action
merely approves state law as meeting
Federal requirements and does not
impose additional requirements beyond
those imposed by state law.

Filing a
petition for reconsideration by the
Administrator of this final rule does not
affect the finality of this rule for the
purposes of judicial review nor does it
extend the time within which a petition
for judicial review may be filed, and
shall not postpone the effectiveness of
such rule or action. This action,
pertaining to Delaware’s regulation to
control emissions from stationary
generators, may not be challenged later
in proceedings to enforce its
requirements. (See section 307(b)(2).)

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION:

I Background

Section 110{a){1} of the CAA requires
that states submit to EPA plans to
maintain the NAAQS promulgated by
EPA. EPA interprets this provision to -
require that areas that were maintenance
areas for the 1-hour ozone NAAQS, but
attainment for the 3-hour ozone
NAAQS, submit a plan to demonstrate
the continued maintenance of the 8-
hour ozone NAA(QS.

On May 20, 2005, EPA issued
guidance that applies to areas that are
designated unclassifiable/attainment for
the 8-hour ozone standard. The purpose
of this gnidance is to address the
maintenance requirements in section
110(a)(1) of the CAA, and to assist the
States in the development of a SIP, The
components from EPA’s gnidance
include: (1) An attainment emissions
inventory, which is based on actual
“typical summer day” emissions of
volatile organic compounds (VOCs) and
nitrogen oxides {(NOx) for the 10-year
maintenance period, from a base-year
chosen by the State; (2) a maintenance
demonstration, which demonstrates
how the area will remain in compliance
with the 8-hour vzone standard for a
period of 10 years following the
effective date of designation
unclassifiable/attainment (June 15,
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
